Engineers' Chief Replies to Senate Report

WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The chief of army engineers 
today termed "over-critical" 
a scorching senate report ac- 
cusing him and other top mili- 
tary men of confusion and 
waste in the hurry-up build- 
ing of U. S. air bases in North 
Africa. 


The committee urged Secretary 


of the Army Pace to "take appro- 
priate action" against Lt. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, the engineers' chief. 


Pick got out a statement today 


saying "I had no responsibility in 
the determination of the Air Force 
requirements in North Africa. It 
was not my responsibility to direct 
the construction on a crash (or 
rush) program basis." 


Makes Report Public 


The armed services prepared- 


ness investigation subcommittee, 
headed by Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D-Tex) made pufilic its report 
Sunday. It said that Pick was re- 
sponsible for tfie building job which 
has cost taxpayers 220 million dol- 
lars and is expected eventually to< 
total more than d o u b l e t h a t 
amount. 


The Johnson committee report 


said there had been no effective 
check made on frauds, kickbacks, 
theft and pilfering. It said, too, that 
Marge scale loafing, drunkenness, 
and failure properly to attend to 
duty was rampant at least through- 
out the initial stages of construc- 
tion." 


In his statement. Pick said he

Eisenhower said the American 


government should notify Russia 
hat "never shall we desist in our 
ild to every man and woman of 
hose shackled lands who seek re- 
uge with us, who keeps burning 
mong his own people the flame 
f freedom, who is dedicated to the 
iberation of his fellows." 


Steps Immediate 


He said these three steps are 
immediate in their urgency," 
The speech was entirely devoted 
o an examination of the threat to 
he United States, how it came 
bout, and the methods used by 
he Russians.

activity is about over. 


The overwintering borer popula- 


tion probably will increase moder- 
ately, he said, but the extent will 
not be apparent for another month. 


Decker nald all stages of both 


the corn borer and corn earworm 
can be found from Decatur and 
Springfield south, and fresh eggs 
of both are present on silking corn 
at East St. Louis. 


Flight Continues 


Corn borer moth flight continues 


in Northern Illinois, and fresh eggs 
can be found in most green fields. 
Some of the latest sweet corn needs 
insecticide protection but it is too 
late to start treating corn that has 
shown silks for more than a \veek. 


Decker said the corn earworm 


remains a threat to late sweet corn 
in all areas. Even in extreme 
northern counties, as many as six 
to eight eggs can be found per ear. 


The Hessian fly is a threat to the 


wheat crop. It is best controlled 
by planting on or after the recom- 
mended seeding date, and by de- 
struction of volunteer wheat. 


Spittle bugs are concentrating in 


stubble fields. By estimating their 
abundance now, farmers can de- 
termine what field should be treat- 
ed either in September or early 
next spring.

When people grow older they 


begin to face problems of health 
entirely different from those which 
they had when younger. 


A. A. writes, for example, "So 


little Is written about ailments and 
home care of the very old, al- 
though it's a big problem. Why do 
they stay awake in the night and 
nap all day, whether they are in 
a chair or some other position? Is 
there anything that can be done 
to change the habit?" 


Perhaps it is not correct to speak 


of his as an ailment of old age, but 
it is certainly common. Actually, 
many persons, as they grow older, 
do not require as much sleep as 
they did previously, and I cannot 
see any particular reason why one 
should try to change this habit. 
Does it do anyone any harm? 


But there are other changes in 


the later years of life which the 
older person should recognize and 
which should be understood by 
younger relatives and friends. 


The tissues in general become 


more dry. Also the ability to re- 
pair injury b e c o m e s gradually 
1 e s s e n e d—wounds h e a l more 
slowly, broken bones knit with 
much greater difficulty. 


There is a slow decrease in en- 


People do not age at exactly the 


same rate. Ordinarily it is not un- 
til the late 40's or early 50"s that 
any conscious adjustment to the 
aging process is necessary. Per- 
haps it would be well if people, as 
they reach these years, think a 
little more often of the slightly 
decreased capacity of their func- 
tions and organs and save them 
accordingly. 


Old age does not mean that all 


of the active joys of life have to 
be cut out, but merefy that one 
should be sensible about them and 
engage in those which are best 
suited to the age and physical 
condition. 


Calm acceptance of minor ail- 


ments and habit changes should be 
the watchword of both the older 
person and his or her friends and 
relatives.

BO that they do not seem hateful and oppressive, but are readily ac- 
cepted as parts, never the whole of life's reality. 


No, Mrs. Parker was a wise mother. Her plan for rotating the dull 


chore of dishwashing with the exciting one of dinner-making Is the 
soundest preparation for life's realities. She is not expecting life to 


goffer her child dull routines alone. Her expectations for Kathy are 


more wholesome, more self-respecting, and more confident.

Breconshire Hills of Wales tun- 
neled through nine feet of fallen 
rock and pulled out two 17-year-old 
Boy Scouts and their injured scout- 
master imprisoned 150 feet down 
in a cave Sunday. All three were 
rushed to a hospital and the scout- 
master, his legs crushed by the 
fall, was believed in a serious con- 
dition. 


Others Rescued 


They were the second and third 


groups caught in European caves 
this month. Four men were res- 
cued from 1,153 feet down in the 
Pierre St. Martin Abyss of the 
Pyrennes 
Mountains, 
near 
the 


French-Spanish border, a week ago 
after a fifth man in their party 
fell 120 feet to his death. 


The explorers here—college pro 


fessor Alfred Boegli. two 20-year- 


olds and a youth 18—calmly ate a 
supper of pork chops, rice and 
tomato salad after their return 
Sunday night, then left for their 
homes. 


The explorers had been held 


prisoner near here since Aug. 15 
by water that rose suddenly in 
Hell's Hole. Europe's largest sys- 
tem of charted underground cav- 
erns.

CAIRO, Egypt—(AP)- Premier

ments, pictured the cartel as carv- 
ing up the world's reserves, sup- 
plies and markets for petroleum 
and fixing higher prices. ' 


It said production in the oil-rich 


Middle East, Venezuela, and other 
major 
petroleum reserves had 


carefully controlled to fit world 
market demands and thus stabi- 
lize prices without price-cutting 
competition. 


Release of the report came short- 


ly after two government court ac- 
tions against the oil firms by th« 
Justice department. 


One sought recovery of 67 mil- 


lions dollars or more from four of 
the American firms on the basis 
of prices they charged for oil for 
the foreign aid 
programs. The 


other involved an anti-lrust in- 
vestigation of all seven.

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Calif ornians Still Worried 
Fear Bigger Quakes, Age-Old Notion 


BY GRAHAM BERRY 


PASADENA, Calif.—(AP)— Two 


types of aftershocks from the big 
July 21 earthquake are still Jilting 
Southern California. One is In the 
ground. The other is In men's 
minds. 


Eveiy time a quake occurs any- 


where, age-old fallacies born of 
fear and uncertainty are sure to 
arise. 


One notion is that theie can be 


"eaithquake weather." Another is 
that volcanoes aie about to erupt 
in quake ateas. It is feaied that 
gieal ciacks in the eaith will open 
and swallow homes and people. 
And many persons believe that 
greater shocks are certain to fol- 
low. 


Dr. Chailes F. Richter. Calforn- 


ia Institute of Technology seismo- 
logist, found such false ideas wide- 
ly discussed in the stricken Bakeis- 
field area. Also popular was the 
idea that Cahfomla is giadually 
sliding into the sea. 


Find Origin 


Instead of pooh-poohing these no- 


tions, Dr. Richter has inquired into 


i their origin. By pointing out their 


beginnings, he hopes to upioot 
them, much 
as a 
psychiatrist 


works. 


As for eaithquake weather, Dr. 


Richter observes that "it is pic- 
tured as hot, humid and calm. This 
notion goes back to the ancient 
Greeks. They believed that earth- 
quakes were caused by action of 
the wind, temporarily imprisoned 
in caverns under the eaith. 


"Thus with the \und inside the 


earth, the earth's surface must be 
hot and calm. Greek writings on 
this 'theory' have 
been 
widely 


read." 


Actually, emphasized Dr. Richt- 


er, weather has nothing to do with 
earthquakes — except during the 
start of the rainy season in Cali- 
fornia. 


At that lime—the end of summer 


—the seismologist has 
noted 
a 


slight increase in the number of 
small earth shocks. 


This he attributes to the cold 


polar masses spreading southward, 
Increasing the atmospheric pres- 
sure against the earth. 


Volcanic Action 


As for volcanic action, it has 


nothing to do with earthquakes on 
the Pacific Coast of the' United 
States, the scientist says. Quakes 
are caused by "mountain-building 
forces building up pressures in the 
earth to the point where the earth 
can stand no more pressure and 
ruptures or fractures, invariably 
along fault planes. These faults 
are scars from old ruptures. 


'Volcanic action can cause lo- 


calized quakes in volcanic areas 
from subterianean explosions and 
the sudden movements of molten 
rock," he said, 


Dr. Richter said theie is tiuth 


in the idea that earthquakes are 
California's gi owing pains. The 
state is very young, geologically, 
he explains. 


Mo\es Northward 


As for the fantasy that the state 


is sliding into the sea. Dr. Richter 
smiled. This comes, he said, fiom 
geological icpoits that the Calr 


fornla costal section, from San 
Francisco south, is moving north- 
west in relation to the rest of the 
continent at the rate of four inches 
a year. 


Many persons fear the opening 


of gieat fissures in the earth dur- 
ing tremors. Cracks do open, but 
a quake is more likely to close a 
ciack than to open a new one, the 
scientist said. 


"Total casualties from cracks 


opened by California earthquakes 
are one cow lost in a fissure during 
the San Fiancisco quake of 1906." 
he said. 


"People shouldn't be afraid that 


greater shocks will follow the first 
big jolt. The pattern of most dis- 
tuibances is for the first shake to 
be followed by smaller and smaller 
disturbances."

BAKERSFIELD, Calif.—(AP) — 


This devastated city of 50,000 work- 
ed today to clear away the debris 
and 
plan for reconstruction of 


buildings that were damaged or 
ruined by the worst earthquake in 
Bakersfield history Friday. 


With a toll of two dead, 32 in- 


jured and millions in 
property 


damage the city council met in 
emergency session Sunday to con- 
sider the many disaster problems. 


City officials said it is still im- 


possible to give an accurate esti- 
mate of property damage but pre- 
liminary estimates started at 20 
million dollars. Inspections indicate 
that more than 100 buildings were 
seriously damaged. 


Crews and bulldozers and cranes 


are working to tear down damaged 
walls and remove debus. Sunday 
the noise of falling bricks and ma- 
sonry mingled with the music fiom 
outdoor church services. About 
half a dozen church buildings are 
considered unsafe for use. 


At Pasadena the California In- 


stitute of Technology reported that 
a succession of light quakes, af- 
tershocks of the July 21 quake 
which wrecked nearby Tehachapi, 
still are being recorded on its seis- 
mograph and all of them appear 
to center in Kern County and the 
Bakersfield area.
